In the event of a threatened attack on tho territory of the Union of 
Soviet Socialist Kepublics or the Monrolian People's Reublic on ths part 
of a third power, th2 Governments of the Union of Soviat Socialist Republics 
and the Mongolian peop Le s tapublic obligate themselves to confer innsdistely 
on the situation created and to take all such measures «s may be reouired 
for the defense of the security of their territoris:, 


ARTICLE 2,
